Sydney Olympic went very close to winning 
St George Budapest’s 25th anniversary tour- 
nament ahead of two distinguished overseas 
entries, when it crushed the host club 5-0 last 
Sunday night.

English ‘man-watcher’ (of 
‘The Naked Ape’ fame}, 
has turned his attention to 
one of the world’s most 
popular pastimes, the 
game of soccer. Morris is 
deeply involved with the 
game, being a diractor of 
the English club, Oxford 
United. 

In “The Soccer Tribe’ 
(Jonathan Cape, London, 
1981, $29.95), Morris ex- 
pounds his theory of soccer 
as a tribal pursuit. It has its 
own tribal rituals, heroes, 
trappings, elders, followers 
and language. 


The book certainly is an ex- 
haustive analysis of the game 
and of the people involved in 
it. It contains much informa- 
tion that committed fans of 
soccer already will be familiar 
with, but it also contains 
much that will be new to 
them. For the newcomer to 
the game, the book is a virtual 
encyclopaedia, although 
there are some factual errors 
(the Bernabeu staidum is in 
Spain, not Chile). 

Morris overstates his case 
and overdoes the analysis at 
times. Some of the analogies 
he draws —for example, that 
between animal colors in 
nature and some teams’ shirt 
colors, are open to question. 
He does make the reader 
think, however. The long-time 
fan of the game will find him- 
self thinking about aspects of 
soccer that he previously had 
taken for granted. 

The book is visually ap- 
pesling, if a little large and 
awkward to handle. The print 
is easy to read and there are 
over 580 photographs (al- 
most 500 in color) of ex- 
ceptional quality and style. 

For the committed soccer 
fan, for the newly converted, 
for those on the verge of 
showing interest (e.g. the 
Americans and Australians), 
or for those who are just 
interested in human behavior, 
this book is an essential refer- 
ence. It is not meant to be 
read at the one sitting, It is 
something the reader can 
come back to again and 
again, especially after watch- 
ing “Match of the Day” on 
talavision.

Soccer fans are unlikely to see either their national team 


or the national youth team in action in Australia this year. 


Australian Soccer Federation General 
Secretary Brian le Fevre said the ASF 
had no plans to stage any international 
matches this season, although the ‘‘Co- 
ke-kids’’ would be brought together for 
several overseas trips. 

“We don’t anticipate the Australian 
youth team playing any matches in 
Australia,’’ Mr le Fevre said. 

“It is more likely that they will play 
on several overseas trips that have been 
tentatively arranged. 

“This will give national youth team 
coach, Les Scheinflug, time to prepare 
the side for the elimination matches for 
the 1983 Youth World Cup in Mexico,”’ 
Mr le Fevre said. 

Mr le Fevre said the elimination 
games for the Oceania sub-group would 
be held in Port Moresby in December, 
involving the national youth teams of 
Australia, Papua New Guinea, Fiji and 
New Zealand more. 

The Youth World Cup is held every 
two years, as opposed to the senior 
World Cup being held every four years. 

Last year Australia hosted the Youth 
World Cup, and the young Scocceroos — 
dubbed the ‘Coke-kids’ because of the 
sponsor of the championship — caught 
the imagination of the Australian spor- 
ting public. 

The Australians surprised everyone 
by qualifying for the quarter finals after 
knocking out reigning youth champions 
Argentina. 

The previous eight months had seen a 
miserable World Cup qualifying cam- 
paign by the senior team that virtually 
ended when New Zealand scored their 
first ever victory over Australia on 
Australian soil, 2-0 at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground. 

Mr le Fevre said one of the most 
likely tours by the youth team would be 
to Asia in September, for about six 
matches. 

He said the ASF wanted to give the 
youth team as much help as possible to 
qualify for the 1983 Youth Cup in Mexi- 
co

Doug Collins returned to 
Australia $7,110 richer 
after the Manchester in- 
dustrial tribunal deemed 
his former omployer, 
Rochdale Soccer Club, 
guilty of unfair dismissal. 


He successfully sought com- 
pensation after Rochdale re- 
lieved him of the manager’s 
post in November, 1 _ 
eight months before his con- 
tract ended. 


Rochdale contended that the 
tribunal had no jurisdiction to 
hear the claim, as Collins had 
not been employed for the min- 
imum 52 weeks, as required by 
British law. 


Mr. Ian McLaren, counsel 
for the Olympic coach, con- 
tended however that Rochdale 
continued to pay him $240 a 
week until the 18-month con- 
tract elapsed. Still registered 
as a player, Collins was not 
called upon by Rochdale 
during this period, although 
available if needed. 


Collins recalled how the 
English Press had lauded him 
as a “Houdini and ‘‘Miracle 
Worker’’ after hauling the 
Lancashire club clear of the 
re-election zone at the end of 
the 1978-79 season.

_ during the following campaign 


and its manager was the 
obvious scapegoat. 


Mr. Ian Ferris, representing 
Rochdale, stated that the club 
regarded Collins as an “‘abys- 
mal failure.”’ 


Collins countered by recail- 
ing the financial problems and 
ignorance of directors he had 
to contend with. 


He said that when a club 
director queried why Rochdale 
did not play like Manchester 
United, he replied: ‘“Because I 
don’t have four million pounds 
to spend!”’ 


After the tribunal decided 
unanimously in his favor, 
Collins stated: “I am happy 
the decision cleared my name, 
but | am really sorry it had to 
go this far.’’

rounds. 

There can be no doubting the 
pedigree of the Russian 
champions though, and the 
feeling in many quarters is 








that this could’ be Dynamo’s 
year for the*, long-awaited 
breakthrough. 

Aston Villa is likely to pro- 
vide resilient opposition, but 
few would dispute the overall 
superiority of the Ukrainian 
team, whose main worry will 
be that the tie is staged when 
the Russian season has only 
just recommenced and they 
probably will not be at peak 
fitness. 

Similarly, CSKA Sofia finds 
itself disadvantaged against 
Liverpool.

The Anderlecht v. Red Star 
Belgrade clash is the most dif- 
ficult to predict. Anderlecht 
has emerged as the popular 
“dark horse” after its stirring 
win over Juventus, while Red 
Star’s brand of entertaining 
soccer deserves reward. 

Red Star must be the strong- 
est club never to win a major 
European trophy. Unfortuna- 
tely that situation is unlikely 


to be rectified this season. 


The Tottenham Hotspur v. 
Eintracht Frankfurt clash 
stands out as the most in- 
triguing ties of the European 
Cup Winners’ Cup draw. 

Spurs’ quest for European 
glory has gained credibility 
with Ray Clemence’s presence 
in goal, but they still find con- 
sistency beyond them. 

In contrast, Eintracht has 
been to the forefront of Bun- 
desliga soccer for the past dec- 
ade, It boasts seven Inter- 
nationals in its line up, in- 
cluding Cha Bum Kevn, the

Korean, and is capable of 
stretching any team. 

Only a fool would predict the 
outcome of tis one with any 
confidence. 

The other three pairings 
appear to be more clear-cut 
but holder Dynamo Tbilisi, 
Barcelona and Standard Liege 
should eliminate Legia War- 
saw, Lokomotive Leipzig and 
Oporto respectively without 
too many difficulties. 

In the UEFA Cup, the pal- 
ring of Real Madrid and Kai- 
serslautern is the obvious 
highlight. . 

Real Madrid, runner-up in

Unfortunately the other 
three ties look to be com- 
paratively mundane. SV Ham- 
burg will have little difficulty 
in dismissing Neuchatel 
Xamax of Switzerland, which 
is involved in its first season of 
European football. 

Likewise. the failure of Va- 
lencia, which has appeared in 
four previous European finals, 
to account for Swedish part 
timers IFK Goteborg, would 
be ranked as one of the great- 
est shocks the Cup has pro- 
duced. 

The fourth encounter, be- 
tween Dundee United and Rad- 
nicki Nis, merely will deter- 
mine which makes up the 
numbers for the semi finals, as 
neither comes into the reck- 
oning when considering even- 
tual winners of the trophy:

week after it sacked Tommy Docherty, in earty December 1981, 
the club registered its lowest ever home attendance for a league 
match. A mere 4182 turned up to see Preston lose 3-1 to Brentford. 


The English League first started on September 8, 1888 and, 
interestingly enough, the points system then was not decided upon 
until November 21, more than two months after the League had 
commenced. The League table at the conclusion of the first

The remaining team from that first League competition, Ac- 
crington, found another answer to the hard times, a final solution. 
They went out of existence in 1962! 


The situation is desperate 
and made worse by the fact 
this current season was two 
weeks later than normal in 
kicking off and of course the 
World Cup commitments of 
England, Scotland and North- 
ern Ireland add to the serious 
congestion of fixtures which 
may result in clubs having to 
play twice a week to get 
through the league program- 
me. Jammed in between are 
the F.A. and League Cups as 
well as the involvement in the 
European competitions for 
several sides. 

Of the financial situation: 
So many clubs and not only the 
minnows are in desperate stri- 
fe. Top club and UEFA Cup 
holder Ipswich Town has gone 
into the red for the first time 
in a decade with a reported 
weekly wage bill of near 
$40,000. Greenock Morton in 
the Scottish Premier League 
was compelled to sell its star 
defender, 22-year-old Neil Orr, 
to Wet Ham for $800,000 to 
keep soccer alive at Cappielow 
Park, Halifax Town and 
Oxford United have been 
bailed out by millionaires Sam 
Rorke and Robert Maxwell, 
Norwich City has been forced 
to cut back its playing staff 
from 32 to 24 and given several 
experienced first team players 
free transfers and with few ex- 
ceptions in England, clubs 
would rather face Al Capone 
than their bank managers. 

Scottish clubs in general are 
not affected to the same extent 
as those in England. 

For the Scots, although play- 
ing before sparse crowds, are 
better organised for income 
outside the turnstiles, are 
much cannier with players’ 
wages and overheads and don’t 
indulge in paying over-valued 
prices for average players. In 
fact, as the Morton transfer 
of Orr indicates, the Scottish 
clubs invariably can sell a 
player at will for a big price to 
almost any club south of the 
border. 

Finally, there can be doubts 
about the survival of the game 
in Britain apart from the as- 
tronomical damage the snow 
and ice has caused. But it may 
lead to some reformation and 
reconstruction in which only 
the most efficient and fittest 
will survive.

garage at which I was work- 
ing and cut the plaster off 
myself, hopped on board a 
plane and flew across. 

“It was bloody freezing 
when I first arrived. 1 turned 
up at Preston’s old ground in 
Collier Street and arranged 
to meet the committee the 
following Thursday at a club 
in Fitzroy.

Then other 
supporters came into the 
room and the guy who the 
police had arrested got away 
only to be caught once more 
outside the dressing rooms. 

“I was charged with mal- 
iciously attacking a door. 
The club was fined $1600 and 
placed on a $1000 good be- 
haviour bond. I was suspen- 
ded for 12 months. We also 
had to pay $104 for the Ecpeke 
of the r. We appealed 
against the decision but 
my suspension wasn’t lifted. 

*‘The whole thing was very 
unfair and the tribunal 
should have taken my young 
age into consideration. Any- 
way, what I did had nothing 
to do with soccer. I acted as 
8 person, not as a player. 

“I could even have got 
away with no charge laid be- 
cause I was half undressed 
at the time but I made the 
mistake of putting my 
goalkeeping jersey back on. 
That was all that was needed 
to identify me. 

“Preston had a hard time 
that year. In my opinion the 
authorities wanted the club 
out of the State League and 
that’s exactly what happen- 
ed. We were relegated. 

“When my suspension 
ended I couldn't come to 
terms with Preston so I gave 
the game away for another 
year. The club wanted about 
$2000 for me which was ridi- 
culous seeing that it didn’t 
cost a penny to get me here 
from Western Australia. 

“By this stage I hadn't 
played for two years but I 
was determined to play State 
League soccer. When I left 
Perth I was told that I'd be 
back like the rest of them, a 
reference to Perth players 
who had gone to Victoria and 
hadn't made it. That spurred 
me on, I joined George Cross 
in 1970 for $800. 

“Joe Bartolo, the referee 
involved in my 12 months 
Suspension, was the George 
Cross secretary. I said to 
him: ‘You are a strange 
bloke. You get me suspended 
for 12 months then you buy 
me.’ But there wasn’t any 
real animosity between us.

“Cross bought me a week 
after five players went on 
strike and Johnny Sanchez 
was coach. 

“It was a challenge for me 
to comeback. Lou Kastner 
was one of the players on 
strike at the time and after 
he resolved his differences 
with the club he became 
second string keeper. It was 
some achievement for me, I 
can tell you, to keep out a 
guy like Lou, who was on the 
fringe of national team se- 
lection before I came. 

“I was with George Cross 
for 18 months. Sanchez went 
to Slavia and I joined him 
there for $800. I operated on 


verbal contracts in those ~ 


days and I never had any 
major hassles regarding 
money. Too many players 
nowadays are greedy. To be 
honest I'd like to be a bit 
greedy too but it’s just not in 
my make-up. 

“Mike O’Hara was the 
number one keeper at Slavia 
then and I’ll never forget at- 
tending my first training ses- 
sion there and being in- 
troduced to the By Thad 
O’Hara wondered why I had 
bothered to join Slavia be- 
cause he said that with him 
there I wouldn’t get a game. 
I just told him that it 
wouldn’t take me long to 
have him sitting on the 


bench for the remainder of 


the season, which is exactly 
what happened. 
“Halfway through my 


second season I had an argu- - 


ment with John Sanchez 
which led to me giving the 
game away. I had burnt my 
hand at work and was late 


Rob Cullen 
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for training. Johnny wasn’t 
too pleased and I was on the 
bench the next week. I 
wasn't fit to play anyway 
after the accident but the 
whole affair finished me 
with Slavia. I don’t hold any 
grudges against Johnny 
though. We see each other 
from time to time and I 
remind him about the in- 
cident. He just laughs but I 
think he recognises that I 
was in the right.”’ 

“Mooroolbark had just 
won promotion into the State 
League and I joined for 
about $1000. I was with the 
barkers for about three and a 
half years and the lads there 
were a top bunch of blokes. 

“What happened to the 
Club now is history. We went 
into the PSL in 1977 and 
dropped out after just one 
season, then started to go 
downhill in the Victorian 
Leagues. I reckon the club 
was paying too much to the 
players and got in way over 
its head. And Tom Bailey 
was overthrown as presi- 
dent. The committee hassles 
didn't help. 

“I achieved absolutely 
nothing with Mooroolbark. I 
had half a season in the PSL 
but for the most part I was 
on the bench. I just couldn't 
get on with our coach, Brian 
Edgley. 

“When I left the club I 
went back to Aussie Rules. I 
joined Belgrave and won 
more honors with them than 
I’ve won in senior soccer. 
Belgrave won two pre- 
mierships, played in three 
Grand Finals and I won the 
best and fairest award, I 
Started off in the back pocket 
before moving to the ruck- 
rover’s role, interchanging 
on the half ferward flank. 

“If not for Aussie Rules I 
probably would have given 
soccer away completely. 
Playing footy kept me in 
touch with the ball and I re- 
covered my ‘feel’ for soccer. 

“After a two year break I 
went along to Dandenong 
City with Tommy Fox. John 
Pryde was the Dandenong 
coach and after the club de- 
ciced to buy Tommy and 
couldn’t afford to sign me, 
Pryde told me that the 
Doves were looking for a 
keeper. 

“] joined Doveton in 1979 
and it’s been a happy home. 
The lads there are like a 
close knit family. They're a 
tremendous team of fight- 
ers. 

“I was sorry to see Danny 
McMinimee leave and take 
over as coach of Melbourne

this yer. I] appreciated 
Danny’s efforts. He’s got a 
special way of getting his 
point across to the players. 

“One day Ernie Merrick 
will be a great coach. He's 
destined for a top flight 
coaching job here and he 
takes coaching very serious- 
ly." 


Ivanoff never has been the 
type of character that pro- 
motes himself to the soccer 
media. Despite his reputa- 
tion as one of soccer's 
strongmen, he’s a quiet, 
thoughtful person. 

““Quite a few players push 
themselves to the press in 
order to gain publicity which 
can benefit their pockets in 
the future. That’s just not 
my style. 

“Anyway, some of the 
match reports you read are 
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ridiculous. You're out there 
playing against a guy and 
you can see that he’s not 
having a good game. Then 
you pick up the paper and 
read how well he played. 
You feel that the reporter 
has been at a different game. 
It's incredible how inept the 
soccer press is here. 

‘‘There’s simply not 
enough good reporters. Too 
often reports are twisted 
away from the truth. 

“I’ve never had a good go 
in the press. Other keepers 
have been glamorised and 
pushed for representative 
honors. I’m not bitter 

, I just can’t stand 
bullshit in the. ; 

“‘My aim this season, if I 
play in the State League, is 
to let in less goals than I did 
last year. In fact I tried to 
centre my contract around a 
goals against record but the 
club wouldn’t be in it. If 
Doveton had agreed I would 
be well in front over the past 
couple of years. 

“I’m going to keep playing 
for as long as I can. Maybe 
when my playing days are 
over I'll get involved in 
coaching keepers on a full 


, time basis. There's just not 


enough good goalkeeping 
coaches about. In fact, 
there’s not many -good 
keepers in the State League. 
That’s why the standards 
aren’t improving."’ 

Asked to name his best 
team, from team mates and 
opponents throughout the 60s 
and 70s, Ivanoff came up 
with the following line-up:

it is becoming increns- 
Ingly obvious tha: 
coaches and spectators of 
our game are becoming 
obsessed with systems 


of play. 


Coaches in particular must 
face the fact that no system 
will compensate for bad pass- 
ing, bad ball control, players 
who do not support and defend- 
ers who do not know the differ- 
tence between pressurising a 
player and winning the ball. 

When a coach is deciding on 
a system of play, he must first 
decide what his attitude is 
towards that particular game. 
He must decide whether he 
wants to win at all costs or is 
he satisfied with a draw? Will 
he prevent the opposition from 
scoring and rely on a quick 
break to score the winner? 

This decision probably will 
determine how many attack- 
ers he plays and how many 
players he requires behind the 
ball. However, if his team 
lacks the ability to mark 
players and space or to retain 
possession, then his system 
counts for nothing. 

The coach must base his 
tactics according to his and in 
turn his players’ under- 
standing of the principles of 
team play. If the coach does 
not work on team under- 
Standing on training nights,

In coaching the above, the 
coach must allow for freedom 
of expression and help players 
to recognise situations where 
they can decide between 
safety and risk. 

WHERE TO COACH 

Responsibilities of players 
change in accordance with 
their positions on the field ina 
given situation. To enable the 
coach, players and spectators 
to understand the relationship 
between safety and risk in 
various parts of the field the 
pitch should be divided into 
three zones as per the diagram 
above. 

1) DEFENSIVE ZONE (Back 
Third) 

This is the low risk zone as a 
mistake here could very easily 
result in a goal against. The 
characteristic of this zone is 
the way in which players mark 
their opponents tighter and 
continually provide each other 
with defensive cover. The 
team not in possession must 
anticipate and aintercept 
Passes or, of course, must win 
the ball. Having won the ball a 
new attack must be launched 
quickly or at least possession 
must be retained. 

2) CONSTRUCTIVE ZONE 
(Middle Third) 

This is the zone where at- 
tacking moves are construct- 
ed. Combined moves such as 
those based on a triangular 
pattern or a switching of play 
in this area can set up attack- 
ing moves. Defensive activity 
in this zone consists of trying 
to impede the opposition’s at- 
tempts to build up their own 
attacking moves by marking 
or judicious placement of 
players to control the middle 
third. 

3) ATTACKING ZONE (Front 
Third) 


The low risk zone where 
winning the ball can reap great 
rewards. Defensively in this 
zone players can harass the op- 
Positions to try and win the 
ball or give their teamates 
time to get re-organised and 
take up useful positions. 

From an attacking point of 
view in this zone speed and the 
element of surprise play a 
dominant roje. Players should 
be encouraged to shoot in this 
zone and also helped to recog- 
nise situations where individ- 
ual flair can play a vital part in 
setting up a goal. 

I will provide more detail in 
the principles of attack and 
defence in future articles.

The fate of Victorian State League club Ringwood-Wilhelmina still 


is in the balance. 


The Dutch sponsored club 
was found guilty of playing an 
inelegible player, Brian Sin- 
clair, in three of last year’s 
league games and the loss of 
points from those games will 
push Ringwood down to second 
last spot, saving previously 
relegated Juventus from the 
often fatal drop into Metro 
ranks. 

Ringwood appealed against 
the decision of the in- 
vestigating body which heard 
charges laid against the club. 
When we went to press no offi- - 
cial date had been announced - 
for the appeal but it was highly 
likely that Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 10, could be the all import- 
ant night. 

Should Ringwood lose its ap- 
peal, a strong possibility, the 
club will have recourse to Su- 
preme Court action against the 
VSF A successful injunction 
against the federation would 
throw the league season into 
complete turmoll.

After the longest 
qualifying campaign 
in World Cup his- 
tory, New Zealand 
is preparing for 
Spain — propelled 
in nine months from 
the backwaters into 
the mainstream. of 
the game. 


The team’s 15-match 
struggle to reach the 
final tournament trans- 
formed rugby-mad New 
Zealand into a nation of 
soccer fanatics, and 
secured once and for all 
the public’s confidence in 
the quality of its players. 


In December New Zea- 
land faced the apparent- 
ly impossible task of 
beating Saudi Arabia 5-0 
in its last scheduled qual- 
ifying game to force a 
play-off with China. It 
did just that and went on 
to reach the finals by 
defeating the Chinese 2-1 
in the cloying humidity 
of Singapore’s national 
stadium. 


In 15 matches, the 
team lost only once, 
drew five times and 
scored 44 goals while 
conceding 10. 


Four World Cup 
records tumbled on the 
way. No other nation 
ever has had to play as 
many qualifying games, 
or achieved its 44-goal 
aggregate, or equalled 
its 13-0 victory over Fiji, 
the highest score ever in 
a World Cup game. _.

with Australia and its 
October 10 loss to Ku- 
wait, is the longest in 
Cup history. 


The Singapore victory 
caused a wave of nation- 
al elation, filling news- 
paper front pages for two 
days. It brought a prom- 
ise of financial reward 
which will strengthen the 
game in New Zealand for 
years, as well as un- 
precedented  inter- 
national recognition for 
the New Zealand team. 


But the side has a diffi- 
cult time ahead. As vet- 
eran striker Brian Turn- 
er, who hopes to play his 
100th match for New 
Zealand in Spain, re- 
marked recently: 
““We’ve won the battle. 
Now here come’s the 
war.”’ 


Captain Steve Sumner 
has no illusions about his 
side’s hopes of over- 
throwing soccer's top 
nations. Conceding the 
Kiwis have no chance of 
winning the World Cup, 
Sumner says the team 
still will make a major 
contribution to the tour- 
nament. 


“We play an exciting 
‘brand of soccer. I don’t 
think anyone can deny 
that,”” he said. 


Sumner believes his 
team has a duty to per- 
form well after its gruel- 
ling effort to qualify. 
“We can ’t let ourselves 
down,”’ he said, ‘It 
would undo much of the 
good we have achieved. 
That would be tragic.”’

said. 


‘‘We must use the 
finals to learn, to im- 
prove our game, to give 
the game back home a 
momentum that will con- 
tinue for some time. The 
best way to do that is to 
play against the cream of 
world soecer.’ 


The pay Sehine 
captain's on-field guid- 
ance has been a major 
factor in the team’s suc- 
cess, but. the men recog- 
nised as the architects of 
the country’s World Cup 
bid are coach-manager 
John Adshead, assistant 
coach Kevin Fallon and 
New Zealand Cup Com- 
mittee director Charlie 
Dempsey. 


Adshead, Manchester- 
born but a New Zealand 
resident for several 
years, often has clashed 
with the New Zealand 
Football Association. 
With his contract shortly 
up for renewal, he faced 
the sack if the team did 
not produce results. 


‘When that happens, 
you have to take a long 
look and ask ‘should I get 
out?’ But I knew where I 
was going,’’ he said. ‘So 
} decided to hell with 
them. I'll do it in spite of 
them.” 


“IT have to admit to a 
little glow inside just 
now, a lot of self-satis- 
faction. The tack I’ve 
always been on has been 
proved right.”’

worker at training ses- 
sions and a stickler for 
fitness. His job during 
the campaign has been to 
coach the side’s defence, 
and the team’s nine- 
game run without con- 
ceding a goal was a per- 


sonal triumph. 
Dempsey, an ex- 
patriate Scot with a repu- 


tation for the uncom- 
promising nature of his 
administration, dreams 
of the match between 
New Zealand and his 
native Scotland. 


“What a dream match 
that will be... with New 
Zealand winning of 
course,”’ he said. 


Assessing his players, 
coach Adshead said: 
‘We've never looked to 
have outstanding play- 
ers. We've had players 
who know their jobs.
